Alaqua Takes i in 132 Dogs from Hoarding Case 


Washington County Animal Control 
officers responded to an urgent case 
recently after a dog was taken to their 
office from a rural part of the county 
and was “nearly dead.” 


When officers arrived on the property, 
they found dogs in various stages 
of neglect and several of them were 
in critical condition. Alaqua Animal 
Refuge was called to assist, and the 
dogs are now safe at the Refuge. 


“Photos of the property show classic 
signs of hoarding and neglect, with 
intact dogs breeding freely. The 
puppies who arrived at the Refuge 
were critical. One of them has 
already passed away and another 
one is showing signs of neurological 
issues,” said Alaqua founder Laurie 
Hood. 


“In addition, one of the dogs has already 
had to have a blood transfusion and 
is too weak to stand. It is absolutely 
heartbreaking.” 


The outcome for this group of animals 
is yet to be determined, and they all 
will require extensive medical care 
and rehabilitation. Alaqua, which is 
always at full capacity, is still caring 
for some of the dogs from Okaloosa 
County’s recent case involving Danny’s 
Doghouse, but has set up emergency 
kennels to assist Washington County. 


“It is so important to step up and 
assist whenever we can. It is part of 
why I started the Refuge. These dogs 
deserve to have the chance for a better 
life, and our team is amazing to give 
them that. If there’s a chance for 
them to heal, Alaqua can make that 
happen,” Ms. Hood said. 


The daily work at Alaqua, including 
horrific hoarding situations such as 
this, could not be done without the 
support of our community.

Teachers with Guns Only Makes Sense to 
Lawmakers Who Have Lost Their Minds

From the What-Could-Possibly-Go-Wrong? 
Department: 


A bill allowing Florida teachers to carry guns in 
public schools passed the Legislature last week and 
is expected to be signed by Gov. Ron DeSantis. 


Teachers will soon be able to volunteer as “armed 
guardians” in their schools after attending firearms 
training, undergoing a psychiatric evaluation and 
agreeing to drug tests. 


Drafted in response to last year’s Parkland massacre, 
the law was strongly opposed by the state’s largest 
teachers union, the Florida Education Association, 
many parents and some of the students who survived 
the mass shooting at Marjory Stoneman Douglas 
High. Several lawmakers expressed concern that 
African-American students will be put at heightened 
risk because of a reflexive bias among some gun 
owners. 


The Republicans who pushed the plan to arm 
educators say it provides a faster front-line defense 
during attacks on schools. Their fantasy scenario 
must be a social studies teacher-turned-marksman, 
coolly whipping out his Glock and taking down an 
active shooter before a rampage begins. 


Other scenarios, truer to real life, wouldn’t have 
such heroic Hollywood endings. 


It’s not hard to imagine a newly certified armed 
guardian—scared and jacked on adrenaline, as 
any average person would be—firing with unsteady 
hands at an assailant but accidentally killing fleeing 
students instead. 


Such heart-wrenching mistakes have been made 
by soldiers in combat, and by veteran street cops 
and detectives. It’s expecting a lot from an untested 
civilian holding a pistol to hit a moving target in the 
midst of chaos—a target that’s shooting back. 


Another fantasy notion, fed by the NRA, is the 
premise that merely putting more guns in schools 
will make schools safer. Any parent with sons or 
daughters at a big public high school should have no 
trouble envisioning situations when a loaded firearm 
is the last thing you’d want to see in a classroom. 


It’s not that hard to imagine a kid who’s been bullied 
to the breaking point, snatching the pistol from the 
holster of a preoccupied teacher and turning it on 
the classmates who’ve been tormenting him... 


Or a kid who learns he just flunked an algebra test, 
trashed his GPA and lost his spot on the football 
team, furiously overpowering the teacher, grabbing 
the teacher’s gun... 


Or imagine an armed “guardian” teacher with 
serious emotional problems that no psychiatric test 
detected, and one that the school knew about...

The possibility of such nightmare events is one 
reason most county school administrators oppose 
the arming of teachers, despite the recommendations 
of a task force that studied the Valentine’s Day 
slaughter at Stoneman Douglas. 


Florida has more than 3,600 public and charter 
schools, all of which are now required to have at 
least one armed “safe-school officer.” There’s a 
serious shortage of both qualified personnel and 
funding, which is one reason the guardian program 
was initiated last year. 


Another reason is that too many politicians remain 
afraid of the NRA, which for years has been lobbying 
to get more guns on college campuses. The horror in 
Parkland presented a prime opportunity to go after 
high schools, too. 


The first version of the guardian program allowed 
staff members but not full-time classroom teachers 
to carry weapons. It was widely snubbed by school 
districts, which are understandably leery about 
using anyone except trained professionals. 


Last week’s passage of the expanded guardian law 
generated national headlines for giving Florida 
teachers a gun-slinging role. The good news is that a 
relatively small number of them will be packing heat 
on the job. 


That’s because the law also gives school districts the 
option of not participating. Only 25 of 67 counties 
signed on for the initial armed guardian program, 
and most of them did it to fund hiring of more 
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security guards—not to train staff members how to 
shoot. 


Florida’s two biggest school systems, Miami-Dade 
and Broward, won’t have any teachers with guns 
on campus. Miami-Dade Superintendent Alberto 
Carvalho said “safety and security shall be provided 
by law enforcement, the only entities allowed to 
carry firearms into schools.” 


Broward Superintendent Robert Runcie echoed the 
same thing: “We do not believe arming teachers is 
the best way to make schools safe.” 


The truth is that arming anybody to guard students 
carries a risk. 


One day before the Legislature voted to let teachers 
bring firearms, a resource officer at Weightman 
Middle School in Pasco County was leaning against 
a wall in the crowded cafeteria when the gun in his 
holster went off. 


Luckily, neither the deputy nor any of the kids got 
hurt. The wall got a bullet hole. 


And every waiting mom and dad got a knot in their 
stomach.

The House Now Has a 
Constitutional Duty to Impeach

Donald Trump is causing a constitutional crisis with 
his blanket refusal to respond to any subpoenas. 


So what happens now? An impeachment inquiry in 
the House won’t send him packing before Election 
Day 2020 because Senate Republicans won’t convict 
him of impeachment. 


So the practical political question is whether a House 
impeachment inquiry helps send him packing after 
Election Day. That seems unlikely. 


Probably no more than a relative handful of 
Americans are still unsure of how they'll vote on 
Nov. 3, 2020. An impeachment is unlikely to reveal 
so many more revolting details about Trump that 
these swing voters would be swayed to vote against 
him, and their votes wouldn’t make much of a 
difference anyway. 


Besides, the inquiry probably wouldn’t reveal much 
that’s not already known, because House subpoenas 
will get tangled up in the courts for the remainder 
of Trump’s term (even though courts give more 
deference to subpoenas in an impeachment inquiry). 


Worse yet is the chance that an impeachment 
inquiry plays into Trump’s hands by convincing 
some wavering voters that Democrats and the “deep 
state” are out to get Trump, thereby giving him more 
votes than he’d otherwise get. 


Does this mean House Democrats should avoid 
taking the political risk of impeaching Trump? Not 
at all. 


Another question needs to be considered—not just 
the practical political effect on the 2020 election, 
but something more important over the long run. 


It is whether an action designed to enforce our 
constitution is important for its own sake—even if 
it goes nowhere, even if it’s unpopular with many 
voters, even if it’s politically risky. 


Every child in America is supposed to learn about 
the constitution’s basic principles of separation of 
powers, and checks and balances. 


But these days, every child and every adult in 
America is learning from Donald Trump that these 
principles are bunk.

By issuing a blanket refusal to respond to any 
congressional subpoena, Trump is saying Congress 
has no constitutional authority to oversee the 
executive branch. He’s telling America that 
Congress is a subordinate branch of government 
rather than a co-equal branch. Forget separation 
of powers. 


By spending money on his “wall” that Congress 
explicitly refused to authorize, Trump is saying that 
Congress no longer has any constitutional authority 
over spending. Goodbye, checks and balances. 


By unilaterally shuttering the government in 
order to get his way, Trump is saying he has the 
constitutional right not to execute the laws whenever 
it suits him.

The core purpose of the U.S. Constitution is to 
prevent tyranny. That’s why the framers of the 
Constitution distributed power among the president, 
Congress and the judiciary. That’s why each of the 
three branches was designed to limit the powers of 
the other two. 


In other words, the framers anticipated the 
possibility of a Donald Trump. 


The framers also put in mechanisms to enforce 
the Constitution against a president who tries 
to usurp the powers of the other branches of 
government. Article I, Section 2 gives the House of 
Representatives the “sole power of impeachment.”

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Notes from the Apocalypse 


From the Archives - June 29, 2006 


It has been over a year since I had a drink. 


Now, I am sure that for many people that wouldn’t 
mean much. But for me it is pretty amazing. I have 
been drinking since I was in high school. When I was 
younger it was more of a party thing. As I grew older 
it became more of a steady thing. When I turned 50 
years old it became more of a burden thing. If you 
had requested that the local odds-makers put a line 
on my not having a drink for a year you wouldn’t 
have had many takers. The over-under number in 
terms of days would have been in the single digits. 


As I look back over the past year, the first year since 
I was fourteen that has passed without my having a 
drink, some things have become clear to me. 


The most important thing that I now realize is that I 
can do it. I can live a full life (or a year anyway) with- 
out alcohol. And have fun. I have always admired 
Karl Siegel, a friend from Snowmass, Colorado. Karl 
has followed a fairly simple set of rules in his life 
and they begin with a single purpose. If it isn’t fun, 
Karl’s not interested. I enjoy a little fun myself and 
it was important for me to know that fun can be had 
without alcohol. 


Anyone can tell you that as you grow older time 
passes more quickly. I'll never have the time to do 
everything I want to do and after 50 years it has 
become clear to me how precious time is. I’d like to 
live life on life’s terms and at life’s normal pace. It 
doesn’t make much sense to take anything to arti- 
ficially slow life down, and it certainly doesn’t make 
sense to do anything to speed the process up. 


In the past year the things that tend to occur an- 
nually have all happened. But this past year they 


have happened with me in a different state of mind 
than usual. I can’t remember ever going to New 
Orleans without drinking. I can’t remember an em- 
ployee Christmas party that ever occurred without 
lots of drinks. I never went to my hometown bud- 
dies’ Christmas shopping reunion at Lenox Square 
in Atlanta without the partying over-shadowing the 
shopping. I’ve hung out with Larry Littleton and Bill 
Norman with a clear mind. I haven’t been to the Ba- 
hamas too many times without a Wally’s Special. I 
fished an entire cobia season without a cold beer 
on the way in. I’ve been to Crab Island and Disney 
World, a Braves game, an Alabama football game, 
and an Edwin McCain show without a drink. (Dis- 
ney World was tough.) 


I have always been in the restaurant and bar busi- 
ness. If you think alcohol is an occupational haz- 
ard for house painters, construction workers, and 
commercial fishermen, check out the consumption 
of alcohol and mind altering substances in the bar 
business. In addition to avoiding drinks for the 
past year I’ve stayed away from all mood-changing 
drugs. Let me be honest in saying that in the past, 
I have inhaled. 


But throughout the past year, I have never been an- 
gry at alcohol or drugs. I’ve only been mad at myself 
for the hold that I let them have over my life. How 
does it feel to go a whole year without a drink? It 
feels pretty good. People will tell you that when you 
give up drinking things keep getting better. I pretty 
much assumed that. I have been fairly successful 
and motivated throughout my life. It only made 
sense to me that by eliminating the distractions 
brought on by alcohol my life would get better. I 
would think more clearly, feel better physically, and 
get more accomplished. That has happened. 
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I still face many of the same day-to-day problems 
that we all face. But dodging bullets is much easier 
in the light of day with a clear mind than it is at 
4 AM while inebriated. Interactions with people are 
a bit more solid and rewarding when you are sober 
than they are when you’re not. Mornings are much 
more attractive from my current perspective than 
from the way I often wandered into the day through 
the back door of a long night of revelry. 


A Catholic monsignor recently asked me about 
my religious beliefs. I was raised in the Episco- 
pal Church but I haven’t spent many Sundays at 
church. I told Father Beshara that I had never got- 
ten a firm grip on the God thing. He said he wasn’t 
interested in the “God thing” but he wanted to ask 
me about my spirituality. Could I look outside at the 
natural world around me and admit that there was 
something out there that was bigger than me. 


After amoment’s reflection I realized that was some- 
thing I could agree to. 


He told me the story of the aged Indian warrior, sit- 
ting around a campfire with his grandchildren. He 
told the children of the two wolves that lived within 
each of them. In each of us there is a good wolf and 
a bad wolf. The good wolf, he said, was full of life 
and love and peace and everything that was beauti- 
ful and natural in the world. The bad wolf was full 
of hatred and fear and violence. 


“How will we know which wolf to follow?” one of the 
children asked. 


“Youll follow whichever wolf you feed,” he told him. 


These are complicated times. There is very little 
that is certain in life and I think I like it that way. 
Life can be mysterious and that is good. Otherwise 
things might get a bit boring. 


I realized some time ago that I needed to make 
changes in my behavior and my approach to living. 
I am doing that. I’m trying to feed the good wolf. 


So cheers. A round of drinks for the house. Hats off. 
A thumbs up. A big pat on the back. And maybe 
some light, scattered applause. I’m proud of myself 
for what I’ve done, and haven’t done, for the past 
year and I can promise you that is a good feeling.

“Family” Man Ben Loftin

LuLu’s Bay Bash, happening Saturday, May 25, is 
always a fantastic, family-friendly, and music-filled 
day that marks the official arrival of the summer 
season. This year’s performers include Justin 
Jeansonne & The Dixie Gentlemen, Beachcomber 
Music Award winners Boukou Groove, True Blue 
Band, and Ben Loftin and the Family. 


Loftin says of born into his exposure to music. 
“My dad played, so from the time I can remember, 
it became something that I always wanted to do. 
And then, when I was old enough to actually hold 
a miniature guitar, my dad got me a little three- 
quarter scale and started teaching me chords and 
songs, and then I just pretty much never put it 
down.” 


Loftin officially took lessons around nine years old, 
and by age 10, he was already in his first band. 
Although the fifth grader didn’t take it too seriously 
at the time. “We just goofed off,” he admits. 


Playing in a scattering of bands in middle school 
and high school, Loftin joined forces with fellow high 
school jazz band members Marcus Gillard (bass) 
and Christian Sanders (drums) at age 17. Seven 
years later, that trio remains together as Ben Loftin 
and the Family with the additions of Austin Paul 
Jr. (alto saxophone), Avion Wright (percussion), and 
Brian Thompson (trombone). 


The band’s eclectic sound was born out of Loftin’s 
solo endeavors. “Being a singer-songwriter, that 
folky Dave Matthews sound came from me. But 
I’ve always been really big into reggae, and I’m 
really big into funk, everything out of New Orleans, 
and everything very instrumental-based, very 
jazz-based. So those elements definitely flew in 
very quickly once the band became an entity of its 
own and we could start really diving into things 
like that. It gave us a broader spectrum of what we 
could do. 


“The sound has really just developed on its own,” 
he says of the collaborative process. It begins with 
Loftin writing a song, and then the band members 
writing sections for their own instruments. Loftin 
compares it to bringing the band “the big picture” of 
the song that then goes through rounds of tweaks, 
adjustments and growth as each band member 
helps craft it. 


“We've got about six songs in the vault right now 
that we’re finishing vocals for, and those are full 
band songs, so I will probably continue to release 
those as singles over the course of the rest of the 
year.” He also has an acoustic EP in the works. 


Loftin admits that the recording process can be a 
“fight” for the best possible version of a song to make 
it onto the recording. “It is a total battle. (We) have 
had a hard time in the past capturing the energy of 
the live performance. We’ve got a very energized and 
dynamic performance, so capturing that in a studio 
setting took some trial and error, but we have finally 
gotten to the point where the instrumentation very, 
very closely matches—if almost not perfectly—the 
live performance.

“Now it’s a matter of capturing the energy from 
me personally, vocally, and getting that vocal 
energy to portray the right way through the studio 
tracks.” 


The goal of the recordings is to have what Loftin 
describes as “the same energy that you would have 
in front of 300 people and singing like you have 
that energy, when really all you’re singing to is a 
microphone in a room with headphones on. And 
it’s tough to emotionally put yourself in that same 
place.”

Japanese-born, Los Angeles-based jazz pianist Yuko 
Mabuchi’s fourth album is a live-recording salute to 
Miles Davis. Mabuchi has help from JJ Kirkpatrick 
(trumpet), Del Atkins (bass) and Bobby Breton 
(drums). JJ plays the horn, but he does not hog all the 
Miles to himself. Mabuchi is the leader, and probably a 
more generous one than her subject was. The program 
(eight songs) lingers in Davis’ small combo, Cool Jazz 
range, with tracks like “Milestones” and “So What.”

Summer Theater Camp for 
Teens, Tots and Beyond 


Whether your thespian craves the glow of a 
center stage spotlight or prefers to make the magic 
happen backstage behind-the-scenes, Emerald 
Coast Theatre Company’s 2019 Summer Camp 
series has something to offer. 


ECTC, a local professional nonprofit theater 
company, has expanded its educational theater

ECTC also offers a one-week, non-musical version 
of The Wizard of Oz production camp for children 
entering grades 2 through 8. This camp runs from 
9 AM to 3 PM, with extended drop off/pick up 
available at 8 AM and 4 PM June 3-7 at ECTC in 
Grand Boulevard and June 24-28 at Gulf Coast 
State College in Panama City.

Food + Beverage > Bar Examination 


The Bourbon Street Lounge at Cafe NOLA 


Thanks to Beachcomber Editor Chris 
Manson for letting me extend my reach 
a little further. In past Liquor Talking 
articles I have researched, tasted and 
reviewed spirits and wine, following 
my own interests while trying to 
keep an eye on what’s happening in 
the world of adult beverages. All that 
pro imbibing has left me with a lot 
of bottles, while drawing me into the 
subject of...the bar. 


I don’t know how many bars there 
are in Beachcomberland. It’s safe to 
say “lotsa.” And not just standalone 
brick-and-mortar bars. There’s also 
restaurant bars, resort bars, wine 
bars, and beach bars. 


I have my own taste in bars, refined by 
years of learning on the job. My taste is 
for quiet bars, but not too quiet. I like 
bars with a wide selection of spirits, 
though a list of 50 or more whiskeys 
can dent my resolve—to paraphrase 
Churchill, “so much whiskey, so little 
time.” I don’t go to bars to dance, play 
games or watch TV, though that’s all 
good fun. I go to drink good drinks— 
cocktails, wine, or beer. 


What I hope to accomplish in these 
articles is to give Beachcomber readers 
an idea of what’s out there, and maybe 
uncover a few unknown gems. 


My first stop was Café NOLA’s 
Bourbon Street Lounge. Café NOLA is 
the restaurant that serves the historic 
Hotel DeFuniak, located at 400 East 
Nelson Avenue in DeFuniak Springs. 
Bourbon Street Lounge is accessed by 


entering the restaurant, then making 
a right at the sign that says, “Bar.” 


The hotel, like the city, is ideally 
positioned to partake of the 
renaissance underway in DeFuniak 
Springs. Led by such organizations 
as Main Street DeFuniak Springs 
and citizens’ historical and cultural 
groups, the town has become a 
beehive of activity—renovation, 
business openings, and events like 
Downtown Arts Night and LakeFest. 
If you haven’t been to DeFuniak 
recently, come, and stop by Bourbon 
Street Lounge. 


The lounge is a long room. There’s 
a wood and copper-topped bar with 
stools, and a seating area with sofa, 
comfy armchairs and side tables. 
A large window offers a view of the 
shops and dance studio across the 
street (where my daughter Grace is 
rehearsing for a recital). | went around 
6 PM on a recent weeknight and took 
a seat in one of the armchairs. The 
sun was too hot, so I retreated to the 
cool of a barstool. 


There were four others at the bar, one 
of whom had just finished a po’ boy 
(you can get food from the restaurant 
served in the bar). I got his seat and 
asked the bartender (Jo, a friendly 
young woman with a fine British 
accent—not the young lady pictured 
here) for a Sazerac, one of the house 
specialties. 


Bartenders have a lot of duties and 
responsibilities beyond just making 


drinks, especially in a restaurant. 
They clean, count bottles, restock 
and keep inventory. They chat with 
customers and make sure the servers 
are getting their drinks for diners. 
I learned from talking to Jo that 
she was in her second week at Café 
NOLA, having previously bartended 
at another area restaurant, along 
with years of previous experience as 
a server, dating back to her youth in 
Britain. 


My Sazerac was made with rye and the 
traditional Herbsaint (New Orleans’ 
version of the once-illegal absinthe), 
powdered sugar (instead of simple 
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Sane served on the rocks with a 
lemon twist. I usually drink Sazeracs 
up, but ice allows more time to sip. 


Next to me was a woman who had just 
finished a dozen raw oysters and a 
beer. She and Jo were talking about 
a couple that had just left before I 
arrived. Apparently they’d broken up 
and even worked out a division of 
property right there at the bar. Glad 
I missed that, though it’s classic New 
Orleans—conducting personal affairs 
in a bar. 


Servers came and went from the 
restaurant, getting beers and glasses 
of wine. Jo said she was reorganizing 
the bottles for her own convenience 
(every bartender has her system), and 
slicing lemon garnishes. She had a 
brief conversation with another couple 
about strip clubs (Jo said they’re not 
a British thing), then the bar emptied 
and it was just you and me, so set ‘em 
up, Jo. 


I ordered a Campari and _ soda, 
something lighter. Dusk was coming, 
and my wife was on her way to pick up 
our daughter at the studio (and me— 
one does not drive after a Sazerac).
